Peace Officer Plan Is 
As Unsound as Before 


The State Senate has passed a resolu- 
tion to study expansion of the Peace Of- 
ficers’ Annuity and Benefit Fund and 
another to increase the percentage of 
criminal fines paid into the fund. 

Now no one can reasonably oppose the 
objectives of such a study. But the pro- 
posal to increase the amount of fines 
paid to the fund under S. B. 147 is another 
attempt to add another burden on the 
backs of a public already burdened 
enough by the fee system. Net effect of 
S. B. 147 would be-to increase fines or 
to force local governments to dip into 
general funds to make up the difference. 

Ending the fee system would make it 
possible to come up with a pension plan 
for peace officers which already is in 
effect for teachers and other public em- 
ployes. But S. B. 147 would only perpe- 
trate the evils. without increasing the 
soundness of the pension plan. 

The House should reject this bill and 
await a study looking to a sounder, more 
permanent solution.

School Attendance Law 
Should Remain Intact 


All who are interested in lowering the 
illiteracy rate in Georgia should strongly 
oppose two Senate bills which threaten 
the school attendance law. 


Purpose of the measures is to prevent 
compulsory attendance in any school sys- 
tem integrated by court order. If such 
legislation should be declared unconstitu- 
tional, as probably would be the case, 
then a “sleeper” clause calls for repeal 
of the entire compulsory attendance law. 


These bills are dangerous to the edu- 
cational advancement of many in the 
state. Furthermore, it is completely un- 
realistic to argue that they would not 
imperil the educations of more white 
children than Negroes.

“Education must remain a matter of state and local control.’’ And 
his Welfare Secretary, Abraham Ribicoff, has emphasized, “The 
segregation issue cannot be allowed to impede improvement of edu- 
cation. We make a mistake if we try to put every social problem 
that may afflict us on the back of education.”

With the racial argument swept away, the principal argument still 
heard against federal return of our tax money for schools—just as we 
take it back to support chickens, fish, parks, colleges, corn or creek- 
dredging—is this: “I’m just opposed to federal help. I'd rather pay 
more taxes locally, and finance my own schools locally.” 

The answer to this, obvious in the penalty of poor schooling which 
we are placing on our children, is that we Georgians are not paying 
the necessary taxes locally, and don’t have the money to pay enough 
if we tried. The well-off have enough to take care of their chil- 
dren. The poor don’t. We all pay the tax to Washington. If there is 
nothing wrong with taking some of it back to support our chickens, 
the voice from the school house might very well say now: ‘There 
ain't nobody here but us children.”

Federal Reserve 
Faces Vital Test 


WASHINGTON—The recent announcement by ) 
the Federal Reserve System that it has dropped -_ 
its ban against the purchase of longterm fed- 5 ieee 
eral securities has come under heavy fire. The immediate objective— 
to push down long-term interest rafes in the securities market while 
keeping short-term rates high—is being variously characterized by 
those who oppose it and are urging Congress to review the an- 
nouncement critically.

Among the attacks are these: 
the Fed has surrendered its statu- 
tory independence to assist a 
purely political policy of the ad- 
ministration, being a soft alterna- 
tive to holding down government 
spending and cutting government 
costs. The Fed has violated the 
concept on which it was estab- 
lished by Congress under the 
leadership of the late Sen. Carter 
Glass by using federal influence 
to “rig’’ the central government’s 
own security market—a criminal 
offense when engaged-in by a pri- 
vate corporation. And the conse- 
quence will be to stimulate the 
inflation which - federal reserve 
policies have done so much to 
bring to a halt. 

The defenders of the Fed, and 
of Chairman William McChesney 
Martin who was a controlling fac- 
tor in a decision on which his 
own group divided, defend these 
charges on the following grounds: 

The relaxation of Fed policy is 
only an “experiment,” for use 
only in the present abnormally 
mixed economic situation—a_ re- 
cession and a balance of payments 
deficit. Its limited employment 
thus far suggests it will not be 


a large market operation. If the 
experiment fails, it will be aban- 
doned. And with recovery from 
the economic recession, the Fed 
will immediately return to its 
old policies of dealing only in 
short-term government paper. 
The last time the Fed agreed to 


try to help the Treasury hold 
down the carrying charges (in- 


‘terest) on the public debt, the re- 


laxation of policy did not subject 
it to comparable criticism. That 
was because the action was re- 
quired to finance the war. 


It was not until the late Sen. 
Taft, also Sen. Douglas of Iili- 
nois, threatened a full-scale in- 
vestigation on the Fed Treasury 
relationship that the Treasury 
concurred in the Fed’s resolve to 
withdraw its peg entirely from 
the government long-term securi- 
ties market, 


This time, because of the re- 
cession, not because of war, defi- 
cits or rising inflation, the Fed 
is engaged in a retest of what op- 
ponents believe inevitably must 
fail, whatever its constructive 
purpose. It should not take more 
than a few months to find out.

It was early on the morning of Aug, 19, 1934, that the train came and pushed 
at Atlanta’s Federal Penitentiary. Security 
officer James D. Stephens, 29, proud to be a picked guard, watched steel walls 

enclosure and into this, and on into the cars, walk 43 career criminals. 
Capone. But the ex-Chicago ganglord was nothing special to Stephens as he 


remembers it now. “He would bear watching but there were others who would bare more watching. 
Prisoners who would kill in a bat of an 7? 


From the grim, gray walls at 
dawn went Al Capone and it 
turned out to be just another 
prison transfer job for guard 
James D, Stephens. 

But now, 27 years later, Ste- 
phens hears of it as “The Big 
Train” that took Capone to Al- 
catraz and served as the only 
fact in a fiction-filled episode 
dramatized in two parts on the 
ABC-TV show, “The Untouch- 
ables.” Persons want to hear 
all about the bulky, pauncy 
prisoner that was never any- 
thing but No. 40866 to him. 

Stephens gets it because he 
is the only one of 25 security 
officers who rode the train that 
yet pulls daily duty in Atlanta.

Bank rob- 
bers. They were the ones we 
figured would bear watching.” 


But, even then, before TV 
and The Untouchables, there 
were scare reports and The At- 
lanta Constitution reported that 
the train left four days ahead 
of schedule. “‘Largely,”’ the re- 
port hinted, ‘“‘on account of 
an escape plot said to be 
brewing.”’ 

Stephens doesn't remember 
an escape plot, or any particu- 
lar fear of one. “We were 
alerted for anything, but noth- 
ing in particular. I was on 
guard, protected in one end of 
a car by steel, wearing a re 
volver and with a short shot- 
gun within easy reach. I was on 
duty six hours, off six hours, 
and I never set foot on the 
ground until after the prisoners 
had been delivered to the barge 
at Alcatraz.” 


Correctional officer James D. 
Stephens, now 56, remembers 


but one other thing from the’ 


train ride. The number Al Ca- 
pone got at the end of the line 
at Alcatraz. It was 85. “That,” 
he said, “they got right on 
television.”

They Love Cats— 
And Their Money

If cats could answer fan mail, seven wealthy cats 
at the Atlanta Humane Society would be the busiest 


felines in creation. 


“Thanks,” they’d probably 
write, “but we're purr-fectly 
happy here.” 


As cats don’t write, the hu- 
mans at the Atlanta Humane 
Society will have to answer the 
scores of letters arriving asking 
for the cats and $10,000. 


The cats were left to the Hu- 
mane Society along with $10,000 
in early February in the will of 
the late Mrs. W. K. Duan who 
wanted to be sure her cats 
would be well cared for the rest 
of their lives. 


Since then, the Humane So 
ciety in Atlanta has received 
letters and telephone calls from 
all over the United States ask- 
ing for the cats — and the 
money. 


Kenneth Williams, executive 
director of the Humane Society 
here, said, ‘“‘Most of the letters 
start out just asking for the 


money. 


“One woman wrote a very 
depressing letter. I think she 
was from Detroit,” Williams 
said. “She wrote it was a 
shame animals could’ get 
money when people needed it 
so badly. She didn’t have 
enough money to buy shoes.” 


Williams said one lady in 
California, who wanted both 
cats and money, offered to al- 
low a credit rating made on 
her, as well as an investigation 
among her neighbors to see how 
kind she was to animals. 


“The telephone calls we've 
received have been much like 
the letters. People start asking 
for the cats, then finally get 
around to the subject of 
monéy. Sometimes, though, the 
ones on the telephone try to 
bargain’ and say they'll accept 
less than the whole $10,000,” 
Williams said. 

One letter-writer from Ken- 
tucky wrote: “I would love to 
keep these cats with $10,000 left 
their owners gave them as she 
was dead. My favorite hobby is 
cats, besides. nine cats I al- 


ready have at home. I always 
feed them every day.” 


A lady in west Des Moines,

The Humane Society has had 
scores of visitors, too, all ask- 
ing to see the “rich cats.” 


“They're a little disappoint- 
ed,” Williams admitted. ‘They 
expect to see fancy cats all 
dolled up, and when they see 
just plain ordinary short-haired 
cats (thats another word for 
alleycat), they’re disappoint- 


The cats are now quite at 
home at the Society Shelter, 
gaining weight and getting 
shiny cdats from special diets 
including chicken, liver, mack- 
eral and cat food. 


“When we first got them they 
wouldn’t eat and we had to feed 
them intravenously,”’ Williams 
said. ‘“‘We think they were 
grieving for Mrs. Dunn.” 


The shelter is now planning 
an exercise area for the -cats, 
Williams said. “They'll need 
more exercise than they can 
get in their cages,”’ he ex- 
plained. 

One thing still puzzles Socie- 
ty personnel. Not a person has 
called or written asking for 
cats to get rid of a problem 
involving mice.

While recommending urgently 
that the big super-highway pro- 
gram be kept on schedule, the 
presidential message also urged 
“‘a small but significant increase 
in the authorization of funds for 
the more traditional highway pro- | 
gram—the regular ABC systems | 
of primary, secondary and urban 
roads.’’ He suggested increases | 
at the rate of $25,000,000 every | 


two years beginning in 1964 from 
the present fixed annual level of 
$925,000,000 until the $1,000,000,000 
level is reached and maintained. 


The President also invited more 
controversy when he suggested a 
four-year extension of the outdoor 
advertising control provisions, 
slated to expire June 30, and a 
doubling of the financial incentives 
to states to regulate such adver- 
tising. 


Present law, under which only 
Maryland has qualified, provided 
a bonus of one-half of 1 per cent 
of a state’s allotment for such 
control. The Kennedy proposal 
would raise this to 1 per cent of 
a state’s allotment. 


**Should this measure still prove 
to be insufficient, it may be 
necessary to adopt more direct 
means of control, or at least to 
charge the billboard owners for 
the benefits they are receiving,” 
the President said.

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Panel to Watch 
Mixed Schools

The Senate voted 40-7 Tuesday to create an interim 
committee to investigate reports of special privileges to 
Negroes in integrated schools. 


The panel, to be called the 
Educational Rights Committee, 
will consist of members elected 
by the Senate Education Commit- 
tee from its membership. 


It will have power to investi- 
gate almost any phase of desegre- 
gation in public schools and col- 
leges including: 


1. Any incident of partiality or 
favoritism shown to persons seek- 
ing to integrate an institution. 


SPEECH, ASSEMBLY 


2. Actions of officials or em- 
ployes which might deprive the 
rights of free speech and peace- 
able assembly to those opposed 
to integration. 


3. Actions by officials which 
might lead to violence or would 
hold the State of Georgia or the 
particular institution up to public 
ridicule. 


(The resolution does not men- 
tion possible incitement by outsid- 
ers.) 


The committee is empowered to 
report to the Senate, the attorney 
general and the solicitor general 
of the circuit involved. 


CITIZEN’S RIGHT 


The resolution authorizing the 
committee states that the Senate 
believes that no citizen “‘has a 
right to receive partiality or fa- 
voritism at the hands of any offi- 
cial or personnel of this state 
merely because the citizen asserts 
for himself . . . the right to spe- 
cial treatment under the laws of 
the United States.” 


University of Georgia officials 
were criticized in some quarters 
for clamping down on public as- 
sembly rights after riots broke out 
when two Negroes enrolled.

Emory Poll : 
Votes Out 
Integration | 


Students at Emory University's 
College of Arts and Sciences voted 
by a narrow margin for a segre- 
gated campus. 


In an unofficial student poll, a 
count found 470 students on record 
as not favoring integration of the 
college in the fall quarter of 1961, 
while 453 students voted for the 
integration. 

About half of the 1,993 students 
now enrolled in the college par- 
ticipated in the poll, sponsored by 
the College Council, Emory’s stu- 
dent government organization. 


The vote has no official effect. 
A committee from the university's 
board of trustees was appointed 
last September to “‘discuss the 
racial problem as it relates to the 
campus,” Emory President S. 
Walter Martin said, but ‘‘no action 
has been taken.” 


College Council spokesmen said 
a similar poll may be conducted 
among students in the university's 
graduate schools.

The DeKalb County legislator said that Georgia's General 
Assembly is “in deep trouble’ because of its inability to inter- 
pret its problems to the people, and its inability to act effectively 
on these problems. The trouble, he said, sterns from the state's 
“obsolete” legislative structure.

PLEA RENEWED 


Rep. Mackay renewed his plea for “reapportionment to 
achieve representative government” at the final session of the 
Legislative Forum for Women. He pointed out that the 1960 cen- 
sus shows that neither house of the state's legislature “is now 
reasonably representative on the basis of population.” 


Rep. Mackay reminded forum members that the present al- 
location of seats in the House ‘‘was fixed by carpetbaggers”’ in 
the late 1800s.

Under Public Law 480, the gov- 
ernment sells abroad surplus 
farm commodities it has bought 
and receives payment in the cur- 
rency of the recipient country. 


Freeman replied to Russell that 
he thinks the policy of discrimi- 
nation against non-price support 
commodities was unfortunate and 
that poultry meat would be a 
“very desirable addition to the 
diets of undernourished people 
abroad. 


“I can assure you that this lim- 
itation will be removed and that 
we will make every effort to uti- 
lize poultry meat in this pro- 
gram,” he added. 


The secretary's announcement 
was the second piece of good 
news recently for the nation’s 
poultry producers, including the 
‘huge broiler industry in Geor- 
gia. Freeman disclosed only last 
week that the Department of 
Agriculture, at Russell's sugges- 
tion, plans to buy five million 
pounds of poultry for the nation’ s 
school lunch program. 

Russell praised Freeman's latest 
move, declaring the secretary 
“again has shown his awareness 
of some of the specific problems 
of American agriculture and a de- 
termination to cope with them. 
This is certainly a refreshing and 
welcome change after so many 
years of inaction.”

Good Health 
Prostate 
Trouble 
Expectable 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr, Molner: A number 
of friends in my age group 
(60 years) are having difficul- 
ty with the prostate gland, sur- 
gery, etc. What symptoms warn 
of such trouble? What causes 
may induce it?—C. M. 


That's not surprising, for about 
a third of all men over 50 have 
some trouble with the prostate— 
but of varying severity, of course. 
e much, some little. 


The prostate is a structure lo- 
cated at the outlet of the bladder. 
It is unusual in that it is made 
up of two distinct types of tissue: 
Part is glandular, having to’ do 
with production of hormones; part 
is muscular. 


The glandular part is prone to 
chronic infection. The muscular 
part has a tendency to enlarge, 
as is true of some other muscular 
tissue as we grow older. 


Anyway, this enlargement (or 
these enlargements; since both 
can be involved) interfere with 
voiding. Getting up at night to 
urinate; an urgency to void often 
but with a sense of incomplete 
voiding right afterward; a change 
in force of the urinary stream— 
these are the usual warning signs. 


These signs should be checked. 
But let’s keep in mind, too, that 
if a man drinks liquids, whether 
coffee, beer or even plain water, 
between dinner and bed time he 
may have to get up in the night 


and yet have no prostate trouble. 


Physicians have various ways 
of examining. One is by sense of 
touch. Use of a cystoscope, af- 
fording a direct look at the gland, 
is. another. 


It is true, and worth remember- 
ing, that a proportion of prostate 
glands which are removed show 
cancerous signs. Not all, but a 
number worth keeping in mind. 
A prostate which is smooth, but 
enlarged, is all right. But if nod- 
ules (bumps) are noted, this lends 
suspicion that some malignant 
growth may be starting, and re- 
moval becomes more urgent. 


This type of cancer, when found 
early, results in a gratifyingly 
high proportion of cures, so don’t 
fly into a panic if your doctor 
thinks your prostate is misbehav- 
ing. Just have him do, without 
delay, whatever he thinks is 
called for, and relax. Putting 
things off, after you know treat- 
ment is required, does the dam- 
age. 


There may be some moderate 
period after surgery when you 
have some difficulty with urinary 
control, but this can be expected 
to correct itself fairly readily. 
Likewise, the operation does not 
—as some people mistakenly think 
—put an end to sexual activity. 
It’s just one of those things that 
a fair proportion of us must have 
taken care of as we reach the 
50s or 60s Or SO. 


As to causes—there are several 
theories, but as yet no positive 
answers. We do know this: It’s 
something rarely seen before the 
age of 50. And, unless massage 
or other palliative succeeds, the 
dependable treatment is surgical 
removal of part or all of the 
gland.
